Inf., read 
not long ago before the post. lyeeum, at Fort 
Thomas, an essay on “ Post Records,’ which, it 
seems to us might well be issued by the A. G. O. 
in the form of a circular “for the information 
aja guidance of all concerned.” He commences 
by acknowledging the “ good fortune” attending 
®n occurrence which would be deemed an unbear- 
-ble nuisance, namely, that while serving as the 
only lieutenant at a one-company post, he was 
left for nearly a year without ruy enlisted men 
available for cleric! Gdcy in the adjutant’s office. 
This comr...d him to do his own work, and 
afscr patientconsideration he succeeded in cutting 
down the work in its various branches by from 
one-third to more than one-half, and this without 
transcending existing regulations or bringing 
down upon his devoted head the “ disapproval 
of superior authority.” How he did it, and, as 
we happen to know, did it well, is related in de- 
tail. In the one item of omitting “ Your Obedi- 
ent Servant” from original letters and from 
the letter book six words were saved in the writ- 
ing of every letter. The time is looked forward 
to when “Very respectfully” will also be 
omitted and letters signed like endorsements 
shorn of these complimentary adjuncts. 

Letters of transmittal, except in rare cases, 
were dispensed with, and the author for the 
benefit of fellow-suffers communicates the news 
that many simple letters of transmittal that 
reach the War Department are “ immediately 
consigned to the waste basket.” Think of It, and 
yet year after year useless letters of 
transmittal are sent with post returns, 
regimental returns, recruiting returns, and so 
forth, which go to waste-paper baskets, and 
thence to wherever those controlling the destin- 
ies of the said baskets decide. The “letters re- 
ceived’ book was somewhat of a ticklish job 
for our doughty adjutant and red-tape destroyer, 
but victory was achieved and he succinctly tells 
us how. But nowhere was such a saving of 
labor effected as in the post order book. A 
standing order for monthly muster was issued; 
standing provision made for all legal holidays, 
when formations should be in overcoats, etc., 
high sounding but utterly unnecessary verbiage 
in post orders was ruthlessly cut out, the word 
“hereby,” an old familiar friend of years, was 
omitted where no ambiguity could arise, and 
various other simple clerical modifications were 
adopted resulting in better order and method, 
etc., less pen and ink-work and red tape. Sensi- 
bly on the receipt of an order from superior 
headquarters the first thought was ‘to see if, with 
verbal help, the order would not execute itself 
and not ito at once issue a post order “in com 
pliance with instructions,” and then go on to 
recite in detail these very instructions. This 
is a condensation of a most excellent presenta- 
tion of a subject which is of more importance 
than many will allow. If there is one thing 
more than another which will cause officers 
to rise up and call the author of it blessed, is the 
adoption of stringent regulations cutting down 
the paper work of the Army to the minimum 
compatible with efficient results. 








One wonders what would have happened had 
Napoleon been able to avail himself at Waterloo 
of the advice of two such competent military 
critics as General J. Watts de Peyster and Mr. 
John C. Ropes. Mr. Ropes would have assured 
him that his arrangements for thebattle were per- 
fectly designed and sure of decisive success; Gen- 
eral de Peyster would have insisted that he must 
launch a column of crushing weight against the 
English left, interposing decisively between Wel- 
lington and Blucher, or make a vigorous demon- 
stration against the British center and a less 
vigorous one against the British right, instead 
of doing as he did. Mr. Ropes thinks that Na- 
poleon failed at Waterloo because he was not 
vigorously supported by his subordinates; Gen- 
eral de Peyster argues that it was his own physi- 
cal weakness that lost the battle to the conqueror 
of Europe. Mr. Ropes holds that the arrange- 


ments of Blucher and Wellington were very de- 
fective, and that the allies were only saved from 
ruin by a series of accidents and the extreme 
remissness of Ney, Soult and Grouchy on the 
morning of the 17th. Even General de Peyster, 





while he criticises Napoleon, refuses credit to 
Wellington. It was old “Marshal Vorwarts” who 
did the business. He says: “It is the truth—and 
that is glory enough for him and his troops—that 
they held their own so long against such terrible 
odds. Blucher decided, and therefore, technic- 
ally as well as virtually, won the battle, and 
gleaned as well as gathered the fruits.” Such 
are the divergent opinions declared by the Bos- 
ton and the New York critics of war, in volumes 
recently published on the “Campaign of ‘Water- 
loo.” If they do not otherwise agree they bear 
concurrent testimony to the fact that it is much 
ensier to fight battles upon paper than on the 
tield of conflict. Both argue ably, if not convinc- 
ingly to each other, and if they would but agree 
we should know exactly where to place Water- 
loo in the record of battles lost by great com- 
manders. As to Napoleon’s condition on the 
day of battle, Thiers, who was as competent 
to judge as any man, always excepting, of course, 
Genera] de Peyster, in his “Consulate and Em- 
pire,” says: ‘‘Whatever may have been the state 
of Napoleon’s health at this period, it did not in 
any way interfere with his activity.” This as 
sertion is based upon the testimony of “nu- 
merous and authentic witnesses, among the 
principal ones being General Gudim.” “He did 
not leave Napoleon for a moment,” says Thiers, 
“the correctness of his memory, as well as the 
truthfulness of his character, justify me in plac- 
ing implicit confidence in his assertions.” What 
would have been Thiers’ or Gudin’s opinion, could 
he have enjoyed the felicity of reading Genera) 
de Peyster’s pamphlet, we can only conjecture. 








The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs, keen- 
ly alive to the condition of the Navy and the 
need for better protection for our coast line, have 
been discussing the House bill for some time 
and are prepared, as soon as the bill comes to 
them, to make some considerable additions to it. 
The House committee recommended the con- 
struction of four torpedo-boats, and the Senate 
will insist that ‘this number shall be multiplied 
by three, making the total number twelve. The 
boats recommended in the House bill do not in- 
crease the appropriation, the Secretary of the 
Navy being directed to apply appropriations al- 
ready made for a dynamite cruiser and a sub- 
marine-boat, to the construction of torpedo-boats. 

At a maximum cost these torpedo-boats can be 
constructed for $200,000 and the Senate commit 
tee have decided that they will increase the num- 
ber by at least eight, with a provision that four 
of them shall be constructed on the Pacific coast 
for use in those waters. It is not a very satis- 
factory thing to know that in this age of re- 
markable progress the United States has but 
three torpedo-boats in the Navy—the “ Cushing,” 
the “ Stilleto” and the “ Ericsson.” 

Brazil has 15 in her Navy and it was one of 
them that silenced the rebel warship, the 
“ Aquidaban.” The Argentine Republic has 26, 
while the greatest number owned by any nation 
are those of Great Britain, aggregating 227, 
with France owning 223. 

The Senate committee will not recommend any 
more battleships. A prominent member of the 
committee discussing this subject with a Journal 
representative, said it was the desire of the com- 
mittee to investigate the working of the great 
battleships before making further appropriations 
in that line. For that reason they look forward 
with some expectancy to the completion and trial 
of the “ Indiana.” Recognizing, however, the 
utility and great service of the small but de- 
structive torpedo-boats, they will insist that 
more of them be provided for in the pending 
bill, and it is a matter of regret that the con- 
dition of the treasury will not permit the build- 
ing of 20, instead of a dozen. 








The passage of the Army Appropriation Bill by 
the House of Representatives has brought a 
sense of relief to War Department officials who 
are in much the same state of mind as the 
clergyman who, when his hat was returned to 
him empty from a miserly congregation, thanked 
God that he got his hat back “safe from this 
congregation.”” The sum appropriated is com- 
paratively small, and the failure to provide for 
a number of staff positions will block the way 
to possible promotions. Yet there is a sigh of 
relief to think that it is no worse and that some 
cuts that were threatened have been escaped. 





Ever since the bill was reported from the Cop. 
mittee on Military Affairs, fear has been fo; 
that certain Representatives antagonistic to th 
Army would introduce such amendments as 
reduce even the small amounts agreed upoy, 
There is also the hope that the Senate May 
increase the amount appropriated, aiid its actig, 
upon the bill is awaited with the keenest jp. 
terest.

Lieutenant-Commander Taussig, U. S. N., ii 
his report on the naval exhibit at Chicago, whic 
appears elsewhere, calls attention “to the it 
justice and hardships which were put upon tl 
military and naval ofticers detailed for duty # 
the Fair by reason of the interpretations of the 
statute laws made in their cases, and the omis 
sions or restrictions of the Exposition appropri# 
tion acts concerning ‘them. While all other mem 
bers of the government board were allowed 
a day for their actual expenses, the Army ané 
Navy representatives had nothing. The onl 
persons to whom no consideration was shown il 
the matter of their expenses were the commis 
sioned otticers of the services. It is to be hope 
that in future expositions they will be place 
on an equal footing with others. 





After many conferences with his principal a* 
sistant Secretary Herbert has finally prepared 
his new bill for increasing the efficiency of the 
line of the Navy. He formally presented it v 
the joint commission of Congress investigating 
the needs of the personnel at a special sessi0 
on Thursday. He offered it as a substitute for 
the bill previously prepared by him and suf 
gested to the committee that whatever reorgali 
zatiin might be contemplated for the variow 
branches of the Navy, it would be wise to briné 
in a separate measure for the reorganization 0 
the line. With the Secretary’s appearance before 
the commission on Thursday, that body cor 
eluded its public hearings and will now endeavor 
to agree upon a measure or measures to be re 
ported to the two houses. There are many radi: 
cal differences between the Secretary’s new bill 
and the one he first presented. Most conspicuous 
among them are the selection feature in appoint 
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ment to flag rank and the one creating a reserve 
list. 








The following letter has been addressed to the 
British Admirality. We presume that the Secre- 
tary When he received it put on his double-bowed 
spectacles and examined it inside and out before 
accepting it as genuine, and replying to it, which 
he did to the effect that he had laid the proposal 
before the Lords Commissioners. We can assure 
their lordships that the proposal is made in entire 
good faith and that if they accept it they will ob- 
tain from our Yankee shipyard some of the best 
vessels that ever flew the British flag: 

The William Cramp & Sons’ Ship -and Engine Build- 
iug Co., Philadelphia, April 4, 1894. 
Sir: I have seen in the public prints that there is 

under contemplation a shipbuilding programme for in- 

crease of Her Majesty’s Navy. 

The Congress seems disinclined at this time to pursue 
in any adequate degree the reconstruction of the Amer- 
ican Navy, hence we are free to acc ept orders from 
other Governments. 

These considerations impel me to address you for 
the purpose of asking opportunity to make tenders for 
oe construction of two or more of the proposed new 
ships. 

The success which has attended our work for the 
American Navy, and the remarkable performance of 
the propelling machinery which we have made, speak 
for themselves. 

Our deveiopment of the latest and most approved ap- 
pliances and devices in hulls and machinery has been 
so marked as to attract the attention of naval archi- 
tects and marine engineers on the Continent as well 
as in Great Britain. 

Oifering the “New York,” the “Columbia” and the 
‘Indiana”’ as object lessons, we do not shrink from 
comparison with your best builders, 

it is not necessary to discuss in detail the question of 
the price, but I will say that, for vessels of the high- 
est class our figures would bear scrutiny in comparison 
with those of the concerns principally employed in 
contract work for Her Majesty's Navy. 
if you will favor me with the schemes and plans of, 
say, two of the most important battleships in your pro- 


gramme, I will promptly offer suitable tenders for 
their construction. Very respectfully,

An officer of the National Guard says: “Will ret 
your valuable journal give a few lines to the ex- 
posure of the so-called ‘military reporter’ in some 
future issue? With the exception of your paper, 
and possibly one other, the policy of these people, 
when they are on the track of a National Guard 
‘story,’ seem to be that the most reliable informa- 
tion is sure to be had from the enlisted men of the 
organization and not from the officers. Once in a 
while both sides of a story are given, but this is a 
rare occurrence. Such reporting is a great detri- 
ment to all parties concerned, and is carried to such 
an extent that not very long ago, after having re- 
fused to say anything for publication to a reporter 
for a daily paper, in regard to a private matter, 
concerning only myself and my company, an inter- 
view was published the next day purporting to be 
with me and putting words in my mouth which I 
never even thought of saying. If the men whom 
the daily papers employ in this work knew what 
they were writing about, things might not be so 
bad; but their ignorance of military matters is 
generally something wonderful. I am not writing 
this with the idea that you should publish it, but 
simply in the hope that you may find the time and 
space to throw a little light on the subject of ‘mil- 
itary reporting as she is done to-day.’ ” 

The evil referred to by our correspondent is 
certainly one demanding correction, but who can 
restrain the ubiquitous and imaginative reporter’ 
As Job says of leviathan: “Behold the hope of 
him is in vain; shall not we be cast down even at 
sight of him? His heart is as firm as a stone; yea, 
as hard as a piece of the nether millstone. When 
he raiseth himself up the mighty are afraid. Upon 
arth there is not his like, who is made without 
fear. He beholdeth all high things; he is a king 
over all the children of pride.” 





The United Service Club of New York on May 
3 gave a most hearty reception to Admiral A. E. 
K. Benham, U. 8S. N., who was one of the or- 
ganizers of the club, as well as a member of the 
“Canteen,” which preceded it. In response to the 
address of welcome given by Gen. Martin T. Mc- 
Mahon on behalf of the club, Admiral Benham said: 


“From the bottom of my heart I thank you for the 
hearty welcome you have extended to me. As 
far as my action in Brazil is concerned, whatever 
other effects it may have produced, I think it un- 


doubtedly tended to make us good friends with. 


Brazil. That friendship is founded on respect, 
with, perhaps, a little tinge of something else.” 
The trial of Lieut. James A. Maney, 15th In- 
fantry, by court-martial, is in obedience to orders 
coming directly from the President. The detail of 
the court follows: Col. Edwin C. Mason, 3d Inf., 
president; Col. J. C. Bates, 2d Inf.; Col. C. C. 
Byrne, assistant surgeon-general; Lieut.-Col. H. 8. 
Hawkins, 23d Inf.; Lieut.-Col. Dallas Bache, 
deputy surgeon-general; Lieut.-Col. W. L. Kellogg, 
13th anf.; Lieut.-Col. J. F. Kent, 19th Inf.; Lieut.- 
Col. T. M. Randall, 8th Inf.; Maj. J. W. Hamil- 
ton, 5th Cay.; Capt. J. M. J. Sanno, 7th Inf.; 
Capt. A. G. Forse, lst Cav.; Capt. H. G. Brown, 
2th Inf. Lieut.-Col. T. F. Barr, deputy judge-ad- 
vocate-general, is the judge-advocate of the court. 
In view of this trial we reserve some comments 
we did intend to make upon the facts brought to 
light by the trial of Lieutenant Maney before a 
civil court. We have published the testimony in 
the case so fully that our readers are prepared to 
form their own conclusions concerning the matters 
which are to be considered by this court-martial. 
The War Department refuses to make public the 
charges upon which Lieutenant Maney is to be ar- 
raigned. It is understood, however, that he will be 
tried upon the charge of conduct prejudicial to good 
order and military discipline. It is stated that the 
charge of conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman has not been preferred against him. 
Neither will he be tried upon the charge of mur- 
der, the Department concluding that the civil court 
took all the action that was necessary in this case. 





As a result of negotiations between the American 
and Canadian governments, a band of Sioux In- 
dians in Manitoba since 1883 are to be removed 
to the United States. They are the remnant of 
the old Sitting Bull tribe, and with others took 
refuge in Canada after the Custer massacre. 





Mr. James Gordon Bennett, proprietor of the 
New York “Herald,” although he did ngt purchase 
the famous “Vigilant,” by no means abandoned 
the idea of possessing the fastest sloop yacht 
nfloat. He has accordingly given an order to the 
Herreschoffs, of Bristol, R. L., to build him a yacht 
which they must guarantee shall be faster than 
the “Vigilant.” Mr. Bennett’s new yacht is to be 
constructed of Tobin bronze. 








A fire broke out on the night of May 1 at 
Watervliet Arsenal, and despite the efforts of the 
Arsenal Fire Department, aided by the regular 
companies of West Troy, a storehouse containing 
lumber was totally destroyed. The loss will be 
about $10,000. 








Secretary Herbert has ordered a board, of which 
Captain Miller, of the “Raleigh,” is president, to 
examine the cause of the breaking of the bed- 
plates of the two small engines used to start the 
main engines of the *“Texas,”’ which occurred during 
a prelininary test of that vessel. The engines of 
the “Texas” were to have been given a dock trial 
next Monday, but in view of this occurrence, the 
trial may not take place. 

CONGRESS. 

The Senate Committee on Pensions has submitted 

a favorable report on the bill to grant a pension of 
$50 per month to Josephine F. Kelton, widow of the 
late Brig.-Gen. John C. Kelton. 
“The House Committee on Naval Affairs has 
ordered a favorable report on the bill creating a 
retired list for mates in the Navy, and upon the bill 
for the purchase of additional land for the Norfolk 
Navy Yard. An adverse report was ordered on the 
joint resolution to declare a vacancy in the naval 
cadetship for the Seventh Georgia District, which 
is now represented by Cadet Stone, from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, under appointment by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. 

The bill making provision for the construction 
of a permanent rifle range at Fort Snelling and ap- 
propriating $5,000 for the purpose has been favor- 
ably reported by the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs. It is estimated that the cost of prepar- 
ing the ground will be $2,000; for erecting an ar- 
tificial butt, with pits, shelter, ete., $2,500, and for 
building a store room and office, $500. The con- 
struction of the range was recommended in the an- 


nual report of General Schofield. — : 

The Committee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce has reported favorably the bill to promote 
the efficiency of the Revenue Cutter Service by pro- 
viding for the placing on waiting orders, ont of the 
line of promotion, of certain officers of the service 
who have become or may become incapacitated for 
active duty by reason of age, or physical or mental 
disability not brought on by vicious habits. A 
favorable report on the same bill has been made by 
the Senate. 

The House Committee says: 





“Heretofore there 


has been no means whereby those officers of that 
service who have become permanently incapacitated 
could be removed from the active list, and the 
overnment has been obliged to retain them nom- 
nally on that list, thus barring indefinitely the 
promotion of capable and efficient junior officers or 
else resort to the cruel and inhumane course of dis- 
charging them in their old age, broken in health 
and in many cases destitute of the means of a 
livelihood. It is to the credit of the government 
Yhat the exigencies of the service have not yet com- 
pelled a resort to such an objectionable device. The 
committee are of opinion that no sound argument 
can be urged against this measure. ‘he fact that 
the Revenue Cutter Service is classed in the civil 
instead of the military category seems to be the only 
one that possesses even piausibility. In the opin- 
ion of the committee, the reasons that justify the 
retired lists of the Army and Navy with just as 
much force appeal for the enactment into law of 
such_9 measure as the one herewith reported.” 

The sessions of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs this week have been devoted to the con- 
sideration of the bill to transfer the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey from the ‘Treasury Department to 
the Navy.

By direction of the Secretary of War, General Orders, 
No. 137, 1890, Headquarters of the Army, Adjutant- 
Generai’s Otfice, is amended so as to read as fol.ows: 

When charges are preferred against an entisted man 
for offenses cogn.zab.e by infer.or courts-martial, they 
will be laid before the post commander, who, if he 
thinks that the accused should be tried, w.ll cause 
him to be brought before the summary court. Here he 
will be arraigned and allowed to p.ead, according to 
the practice of the courts-martial. If an accused neither 
demands a removal of his case to a reg.mental or 
garrison court-martial; nor, being non-comm.ssioned 
officer above the rank of corporal, objects to trial by 
inferior court-martia.; nor objects to be tried by the 
officer second in rank on the ground of his being the 
accuser; nor pleads guilty, witnesses will be sworn and 
evidence rece.ved, the accused being permitted to tes- 
tfy in his own behalf and make ua statement; but the 
ev.dence and statement will not be recorded. When 
the summary court shail have arrived at a finding and 
judgment, the summary court record book, with the en- 
tries therein made in accordance with the headings of 
its columns, will be laid before the post commander for 
his action, which aiso will be entered in the record 
book, dated and signed. When a case is heard by the 
post commander the proceed.ngs wil be recorded in the 
same book. No other record of the proceedings will 
be kept, and trials by summary court will not be pub- 
lished in orders. 

Post commanders will furnish company and other 
commanders with extracts from the summary court 
record of the trials of men of their commands, to en- 
ab.e them to make the proper record in company books 
and on rolls and returns. 

The folowing forms for the summary court record 
and monthly report of cases tried by summary court 
have been adopted. These forms and the form for the 
copy of record for use as evidence of previous convic- 
tions w‘lil be furnished by the adjutant-general of the 
Army. (We om:t the forms.—Ed.) 

The following directions will be observed: 

1. The synopsis of specification will be as brief as is 
consistent with showing, in connection with the Article 
of War violated, the nature of the offense and the date 
of its comm‘ssion. For examp.e, under the 32d Article 
of War the synopsis may be, “irom 1 a. m. to 10 p. m., 
Oct. 10, 1802"; under the 331 Article, “Absent from 
reveitle rol call, Oct. 10, 1892"'; and under the 38th 
Article, “At drill, Oct. 10, 1892." So under the 62d 
Article it may be, “Drunk in quarters, Oct. 10, 1892’; 
“Absent from fatigue, Oct. 10, 1892""; “Absent from 
duty as company cook, Oct. 10, 1892,"’ etc. 

2. The sentence will, when practicable, be recorded in 
brief, as, “Forfeiture of $10 anda ten days’ contine- 
ment at hard labor,’’ or “$10 detained and five days’ 
ott confinement on bread and water diet.” 

3. en a post commander s:ts as a summary court 
rovai of the sentence is required by law, but he 
shou.d sign the sentence as post commander and date 
h‘s signature. 

4. The name of the post will not be given under the 
head of “Action of commanding officer, with date and 
signature,”’ as this information appears at the head of 
each page of the record. 

5. The proper evidence of previous convictions by 
summary court is a copy of the summary court record 
relating thereto. It should be cert:fied to be a true copy 
by the post adjutant or the post commander.

SECRETARY HERBERT'S NAVAL BILL. 
Following is the bill proposed by Secretary 


Herbert: 

Section 1. Provides for 16 rear-adwirals, 60 captains, 
100 commanders, 74 lieutenant-commanders, 250 jieuten- 
ants, 75 Leutenants (J. G.), and a sufficient number of 
ensigns to maintain the active list, including officers 
appointed from the volunteer service at a number 
not greater than that now fixed by law. Volunteer ~ 4 
pointees shall be in addition to the number stated, 
and they shall not be subjected to involuntary retire- 
ment, not to exceed 35 graduates or to be appointed 
each year as ensigns to fill vacancies. 

Sec. 2. Abolishes the grade of commodore and re- 
tires present commodores, and those with relative rank 
of commodore, as rear-admirals. 

Secs. 3 and 4. Provides for a transfer of volunteer 
appointees to the reserved list with their rank and 
three-quarters sea pay. Captains, commodores and tieu- 
tenant-commanders can be transferred to reserve upon 
application after thirty years’ service and shail be 
transferred in such order as the President may direct, 

f #6 promotions to commodore and 20 to leutenant- 
commander cannot be otherwise provided for. To se- 
cure sufficient transfers a yearly “‘benzine’’ board of 
five admirals is provided for. These boards sha!l kee 
no records and sha‘l record only their findings, signec 
by all of the members, a majority determining the re- 
sult. Each member is to be sworn to impartiality and 
to secrecy. 

Sec. 5. That nothing in th's act shall be construed 
to annul the existing requirements for examination 
previous to promotion to the next higher grade, and, 
_— such examination, officers found unfit profession- 

ly or deficient in the officer-like qualities requ‘red for 
the next higher grade, shall be retired with the rank 
and one-half of the sea pay of the grade they then 
hold; provided, that an officer found disqualified for 
promotion by reason of intemperate habits, or from 
other cause arising from his own misconduct, and hav- 
ing been informed of and heard upon the charges 
against him, shall not be placed upon the retired list, 
and if the finding of the board of examiners be ap- 
proved by the President, he shall be discharged with 
one year’s leave pay. 

Sec. 7. In addition to the active list provided for in 
Sec. 1 of this act, there shall be a list for duty, to be 
denominated the “reserve list,’’ and to be formed by 
the transfer of officers from the active list of the line 
of the Navy in the following manner: Immediately 
after the passage of this act, officers of the line of the 
Navy who entered the Naval Academy in the years 
1861 to 1867 (both inclusive), may, upon official applica- 
tion to the Secretary of the Navy, in his discretion, be 
yiaced upon the reserved list; provided, that the num- 
ver of officers remaining on the active I'st who entered 
the Academy during the period specified shall not by 
such action be reduced below the number here‘nafter 
stated for each year named; and, provided, further, that 
should the number of such applications, after six 
months from the date of the passage of this act, not 
be sufficient to reduce the number of officers of these 
dates of entry, as hereinafter stated, the Secretary of 
the Navy shall convene a board of not fewer than five 
officers senior in rank to the officers whose cases are to 
be considered, and the said board, having regard only 
for the efficiency of the service and the specia) fitness 
of officers for sea and other duty, sha!l name the offi- 
cers who in their opinion are best fitted for the re- 
spective lists; and, provided, further, that said board 
sha:l be vested with all the necessary powers which 
examining boards have under ex'sting law or which are 
or hereafter may be given such boards by this or subse- 
quent acts, and all the provisions of Sec. 4 of this act 
governing the board of rear-admira:s therein pro- 
vided for shall app:y as far as may be to the board 
to be treated under the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 8 There shall be retained upon the active I'st 
the number of officers of the several dates of entry 
hereafter stated, the remaining officers of such dates 
to be placed upon the reserved list. Provided, that the 
number of officers who entered the Naval Academy in 
the years 1861 and 1867 (both inctusive) to be retained 
upon the active list under the provisions of this act 
shall be as follows: Of the date of 1861, 18; of 1862, 
17; of 1863, 20; of 1864, 19; of 1865, 23; of 1866, 19; 
of 1867, 19. In determining the year of entry of offi- 
cers into the Naval Academy to carry out the forego- 
ing provisions, officers who have gained or lost num- 
bers on the Navy list shall be considered as having 
gained or lost service accordingly. 

Sec. 9. Atl laws and regulations now in force and 
which may be hereafter put in force, and which apply 
to officers on the active list, shall apply to officers on 
the reserve list, except as herein otherwise provided. 

10. An officer transferred to the reserve Ii'st 
under the provisions of this act shall retain his sen- 
jority in the naval service and shall be eligibie for pro- 
motion to the highest grades on such list upon the pro- 
motion of the officer on the active list next above him 
in sen‘ority; provided, that no officer on the reserve list 
shall be promoted to flag rank; and, provided, further, 
that officers on the reserve list, after 35 yeurs’ of ser- 
vice, may, upon official application to the Secretary of 
the Navy, be placed upon the retired list with the rank 
and 75 per centum of the sea pay of the grade they 


hoid. 

Sec. 11. Officers on the active list shall perform all 
the sea and military duties of the Navy. as well as all 
duty as chiefs of bureaus in the Navy Department. on 
boards of examination for promotion, in command of 
navy yards, and nava! stations, on boards of surveying. 
naval training and receiving ships. on the lighthouse 
board and as lighthouse inspectors. as instructors in 
the professional branches at the Naval Academy and at 
the training station for apprentices, and such other 
dut'es as the Secretary of the Navy may prescrihe: pre 
vided, that in addition to the shore duties ordinarily 
performed by them these duties may be performed by 
officers on the reserve list in time of war or prospect of 
war, or other emergency, to be judged of by the Prest- 
dent. when such officers shall be availab'e for any duty 
% which they may be assigned by the Secretary of the 
Navy 


a . 

Sec. 12. All rear-admirals after the passage of this 
act shall be appo'nted by the President from the list of 
captains and confirmed by the Senate. To aid and as- 
sist the President in such appointments, the board of 
rear-admirals. when convened, as in Sec. 4 of this act, 
or at such other times as may be ordered by the Secre- 








tary of the Navy, shall, having regard only for the effi- 
ciency of the service, select from the list of captains a 
Est of names for the consideration of the esident 
numbering altogether three for each vacancy, and such 
names shail be submitted with a report specifying the 
order of merit as the majority of the board may find it 
to be, which shall be transmitted to the Secretary of 
the Navy, and by him to the President, and all the 
provisions govern-ng said Board of Rear-Admirals, ag 
set forth in Sec. 4 of this act, shall app.y to sald board 
as far as may be when proceeding under this sect.on; 
provided, that no officer shall be promoted to be a rear- 
admiral uncess he shall hive at jeast four years to 
serve on the active list of the Navy before reaching the 
age of 62 years. 

Sec. 13. No officer shall be promoted to the grade 
of lieutenant until he shall have bad six years’ serv.ce 
as commissioned officer, nor shall an officer be pro- 
moted to lieutenant of the jun.or grade unti!] he shall 
have had three years’ service as an ens.gn; provided, 
that two-thirds of such service, counting from the date 
of the officer’s commission as ensign, shall have been 
sea service; and, provided, further, that in case an offi- 
cer is debarred from promotion by reason of insufficient 
sea service, the officer next in rank, if qualified, shall 
be advanced and promoted. 

Sec. 14. In all cases in which voluntary. retirement 
is authorized by this act, officers entitled to make ap- 
p‘ication for such retirement, may, shou:d they so elect, 
app:y for transfer to the reserve jist, and such transfer 
may be made at the discretion of the President, pro- 
vided, the officers making application for transfer have 
creditable records; provided, that this section shall not 
take effect until after the transfers prescribed in Sec. 
7 of th's act shall have been made. 

Sec. 15. No provision of this act shall be so con- 
strued as to vacate the commission of any officer of 
the Navy except as herein provided. 

Sec. 16. All laws and parts of jaws inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repeated. 


ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The direction of ammunition hoists will hereafter 
be transferred from the Naval Bureau of Ordnance 
to the Construction Bureau. 


The Ordnance Department of the Army has 
under consideration and may adopt a device known 
as the steel forged open link for use should one 
of the traces of a battery break. 


The series of important competitive tests between 
the G-pounder, rapid-fire guns of domestic and 
foreign manufacture commenced on May 1, at the 
Sandy Hook Proving Grounds. Capt. Frank 
Heath, the commanding officer at Sandy Hook, 
directed the experiments. 

As none of the inventors were ready with their 
weapons, the Navy Department has been com- 
pelled to indefinitely postpone the competitive trial 
of machine guns, which was to have taken place 
on May The trial is expected to come off in 
June, when the Maxim, Gatling, Accles and Gard- 
ner and several other guns will be placed in com- 
petition. 

The Emperor of Germany has directed that 
Tailor Dowe’s bullet proof cuirass be tested before 
him on Thursday, of this week. At a trial of it 
made April 28, after the cloth had been fitted over 
an iron block fifteen shots were fired at a range 
of thirty feet. One bullet stuck in the coat and the 
others fell to the floor. The inside of the cloth was 
hardly dented. 

The Ordnance Department of the Army, has just 
made public the fact of the bursting of a 10-inch 
Woodbridge wire gun, which occurred some months 
ago at Sandy Hook. Capt. Frank Heath, 0. D., 
U. S. A., reports that while making some powder 
tests, the gun on the twenty-first round cracked so 
badly as to render it unserviceable. The Wood- 
bridge gun exhibit at the Philadelphia Centen- 
nial was burst by the Getty Board some years ago, 
breaking into two parts across the heavy portion 
of the gun in rear of the trunnions. 

The Woodbridge gun was being fired merely to 
test some Du Peont’s brown prismatic powder in- 
tended for use in the official test of the gun. The 
charge was 235 pounds, the pressure 39,000 pounds. 
The inner tube of this gun unlike the lining tube of 
the Brown segmental wire gun, is a fundamental 
part of the gun, cannot be taken out or replaced, 
and therefore the rupture of the inner tube renders 
the gun useless. “he lining tube of the 5-inch 
Brown segmental wire gun, cracked on the 216th 
round, after having stood enormous pressures, in 
one case amounting to 82,850 pounds per square 
inch, and for seventy shots, continuous pressures 
of over 50,000 pounds per square inch. e lining 
tube of this gun is removable and is not an essen- 
tial part of the system of construction, conse- 
quently when the gun is relined, it will be as good 
as new. 

The Board of Fortification and Ordnance, War 
Department, has disposed of a number of ordnance 
matters of some interest. A design of a 
carriage for the Haskell multicharge gun 
was not approved, the board deeming it in 
adequate to the needs of the service. De- 
signs were presented for a Brown segmental tube 
wire gun of 10-inch calibre, to cost $60,000. The 
Secretary was asked to present to Congress an 
estimate for disappearing gun carriages. he time 
has now arrived, the board thinks, when these 
features of the seacoast emplacemen‘s should be 
provided. The Ordnance Department has a larger 
number of guns on hand now than there are car- 
riages for. The board has also asked permission to 
make general use of funds remaining from special 
appropriations. One appropriation of $200,0J0, 
made originally for the manufacture of 8, 10, and 
12-inch guns, has been expended, with the ex- 
ception of $4.500.. The {board examined the de- 
signs for a 12-inch rapifi-fire gun. There are no 
funds at the disposition of the board, and the gun 
was not accepted. Lieutenant Lewis, an army 
officer, presented an instrument which he said was 
the invention of a brother-officer. Its office was the 
repeating at a distance the readings of the range 
finder. Nothing was done in the matter. T 
board was informed that the Seabury Gun Com- 
pany intended to submit a rapid-fire gun of 12 
centimeters. The gun is fitted with the Seabury 
breech mechanism. This is an American invention 
and of domestic construction. Major Adams, an 
officer of the Army Engineer Corns, has designed 
a disappearing gun carriage for 12-inch guns.

A member of the Army and Navy Club, of Wash- 
ington, writes us to protest against the proposed 
amendment of the By-Laws of the club, assessing 
$5 annual dues to non-resident members. He says: 
“T claim that non-resident members of this club are 
not on the same footing as such members of city 
clubs in general. I cite my case: I have been a 
non-resident member of this club for nearly eight 
years; have been able to avail myself of the priv- 
ileges of the club twice during that time; taken 
two lunches (for which I paid), and read the papers 
probably one hour at each of the two visits. This 
emendment, if carried, will result in forcing from 
the club, members who come under the old regime, 
who would like and ought to have, the privilege of 
continuing their membership without further ex- 
pense, until such time as they cau be in Washing- 
ton to enjoy it.” 


Medical Directors P. S. Wales and G. 8S. Beards- 
ley, of the Navy, were on the verge of trouble with 
the President some days ago. These two officers 
are members of the retiring board and recently ex- 
amined for retirement Medical Inspector W. H. 
Jones. The doctors found his disability not inci- 
dent to the service. The line officers of the board 
found that it was. Contrary to their recorded views, 
the doctors signed the report recommending retire- 
ment for disability incurred in the service. The 
matter was taken to the President, who promptly 
ordered the detachment of these two officers from 
the medical board and the appointment of two 
others in their places. This was done. It was ex- 
plained later to the Secretary, however, that the 
doctors were led to suppose that in the findings of 
retiring boards, all the members sign the majority 


report, notwithstanding the minority hold an entire- 
ly different view. The explanation was deemed 
satisfactory by the President, and the secretary 
and the two doctors have been returned as members 
of the retiring board.

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Army Appropriation bill was taken up 
the House of Representatives on Saturday, a 
occupied the House for two days. Chairm 
Outhwaite began by stating that the comumiti 
would move to strike out the provision in rega 
to the reduction of the number of Major-Ga 
erals to two, and giving the senior Major-Ga 
eral commanding the Army the brevet rank 
Lieutenant-General, with the pay and allowance 
of that grade, and that they would also move t 
strike out the provision compelling education 
institutions to which officers are detailed for ip 
struction to furnish quartérs or commutation | 
quarters. He subsequently promised to al 
move to strike out the proviso stopping cor 
mutation of quarters to officers detailed as in 
structors. General debate on the bill was limite 
almost entirely to these provisions, and the prd 
posed changes in the Chaplains’ and Medi 
Corps, and to, the proposed abolition of the r 
tired list for general service clerks and me 
sengers. 

The final amendment proposed to the bill ws 
that striking out the provisions in regard to t) 
Major-Generals. It was adopted after a bri 
debate, in the course of which Representatiy 
Wheeler, of Alabama, strongly advocated th 
making of the Commander of the Army a fi 
Lieutenant-General. He contrasted the numb 
of general ofticers in the Army of the Unite 
States with the numbers in other armies. 

Mr. Baker, of New Hampshire, made a poi 
of order against the provision in regard to ga 
eral service clerks, which was overruled. M 
Baker and Mr. Cannon offered amendments 
this paragraph which led to prolonged debat 
and at the request of Mr. Outhwaite it w 
passed over until the conclusion of the co 
sideration of the bill by paragraphs. 

Mr. Outhwaite offered the committee amen 
ment providing for the reduction of the numb 
of majors in the Adjutant-General’s Depart 
ment to four, and providing that vacancies in ¢) 
lowest grade in the quartermasters, subsistené 
and pay departments shall be made from tl 
next lowest grade in the line of the Army. Ther 
was considerable opposition manifested to th 
cutting off of the power to appoint civilians ™ 
these staff corps, but the amendment WwW 
agreed to as a whole. 

The next debate was on the paragraph of th 
bill reduc:ng the grade of the Chief Signal office 
of the Army from Brigadier-General to Colont 
to take effect when a vacancy shall occur. Re 
resentative Hull, of Iowa, moved to amend by ™ 
ducing the grade to Lieutenant-Colonel. ™ 
Curtis, of New York, opposed the amenament 
the ground that an officer in charge of a bure# 
ought to have the rank of Colonel, and Mr. Batt 
lett, of New York, opposed it for the same re* 
son. The amendment was rejected. 

Mr. Bowers, of California, made a point ' 
order against the provision for the employme! 
of ministers of the gospel for the purpose of 
ligious instruction at posts where there are ® 
chaplains, and reducing the number of chaplail 
to twenty. He contended that it was new leg

the chairman sustained the point, thus strikil 
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out the provision. The provisions in regard to 
quarters of officers detailed for instruction at 
educational institutions were then struck out 
without debate. Mr. Pickles, of South Dakota, 
moved an amendment providing that, “No officer 
shall be detailed to act as an Indian agent unless 
the President shall deem such detail necessary 
for the good of the service,” against which Mr. 
Outhwaite made the point of order that it was 
new legislation, which was sustained. 

The provision for supplying the post of Fort 
Meyer, Va., with water from the main of the 
Washington Aqueduct, was stricken out on a 
point of order that it changed existing law pro- 
hibiting the use of the Washington Aqueduct for 
supplying water to any building, premises, or 
establishment outside of the District of Colum- 
bia. Upon a similar point of order made by 
Mr. Reed, of Maine, the chairman ruled out the 
proviso, that to reduce the expenses of Army trans- 
portation the Secretary of War shall prepare a 
plan to increase the facilities for recruiting the 
Army whereby, so far as practicable, soldiers re- 
quired for service at a military post shall be re- 
cruited from the State or States near thereto. 

Mr. Hull moved to strike out the appropriation 
of $45,000 for construction and repairs work at 
the Army and Navy Hospital at Hot Springs, 
Ark., and argued that the expenditure was 
unnecessary. His’ amendment was rejected. 
The committee amendment appropriating $5,000 
for a rifle range at Fort Snelling, Minn., was 
adopted without debate. Mr. Outhwaite offered 
but subsequently withdrew an amendment 
authorizing the expenditure of an unexpended 
balance of $2,931.21 for a fireproof storehouse ‘at 
Willets Point, for the installation of an electric 
light plant. 

Representative Doolittle submitted an amend- 
ment increasing the appropriation for the pur- 
chase of machine guns, improved musket caliber 
of American manufacture, from $10,000 to $150,- 
000, with the provision that there shall be issued 
to each of the governors of the several States 
and Territories (so far as possible by the ex- 
penditure of said sum) a sufficient number of 
machine guns of improved musket caliber to 
supply each organized infantry regiment of the 
National Guard in said States and Territories 
with one of said guns complete for use. 

This was ruled out as new legislation. Sub- 
sequently an amendment offered by Mr. Outh- 
waite was adopted, increasing the appropriation 
to $20,000. 

Mr. Outhwaite offered the following additional 
paragraph at the end of the bill, which was 
adopted without discussion: 


For the contingent expense of the military informa- 
tion division, Adjutant-General’s Office, and of the mi!!- 
tary attaches at the United States embassies and lega- 
tions abroad, to be expended under the direction of the 
Adjutant-General of the Army, $3,640. 


The reading of the bill having been completed 
the paragraph relating to the general service 
clerks and messengers. was again taken up, and 
Mr. Cannon’s amendment having been with- 
drawn Mr. Outhwaite offered an amendment 
striking out the words, “and the Secretary of 
War may assign these clerks and messengers to 
duty where their services may be most needed,” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


And the Secretary of War is hereafter authorized to 
dismiss from the service any of the general serviee 
clerks and messengers when, in his judgment, their em- 
ployment is not necessary. 


At the request of Mr. Reed the Committee of 
the Whole returned to the provision in the bill 
for a reduction in the medical corps, and Mr. 
Reed moved to strike out the provision that 
hereafter no appointments shall be made to the 
office of assistant surgeon until the number of 
assistant surgeons shall be reduced below ninety, 
and thereafter the number of officers in that 
grade in the Medical Department shall be fixed 
at ninety. 

Mr. Reed made a strong argument against re- 
ducing the medical corps, but his amendment 
was rejected by a vote of 62 to 95. 

This completed the consideration of the bill 
in the Committee of the Whole, and it was re- 
ported to the House, where Mr. Hopkins, of 
Illinois, demanded a separate vote on the amend- 
ment reducing the Adjutant-General’s corps, and 
limiting appointments to the quartermasters, 
subsistence, and pay departments to the line of 
the Army. The amendment was agreed to by 
a vote of 119 to 26. The other amendments were 


agreed to and the bill was passed. 


OUR TROOPS AND THE COXEYITES. 


To the military establishment of the United 
States is due, in great part, the defeat of the 
Coxey movement. The truth of this statement 
cannot be denied. The action of the authorities 
in calling on troops to capture the Coxeyites who 
had seized a train in Montana and were hurry- 
ing toward Washington, the quick response, and 
the arrest of the individuals concerned, was the 
beginning of the end and tne date when the 
hobos were placed in jail by the United States 
troops can safely be looked upon as the time 
Coxeyism began to decline. 

There is not much to be feared now from 
Coxey and his “cohorts.” There are quite 300 
of his supporters now in Washington, and they 
will probably scatter like snowflakes in a March 
wind before many days have passed. It is not 
believed that their number will be swelled by 
more arrivals. The intention of the Adminis- 
tration to fully uphold the laws by military force 
if necessary, has become evident to the sympa- 
thizers of Coxey, and should any of them com 
mit a reprehensible act, the jail gates will open 
to them, even if a United States troop is neces- 
sary to put them in an institution whose inmates 
wear striped suits and other fashionable apparel. 

In view of the Coxey disturbance, it is well 
that Congress’ attention should be called to the 
necessity of making no reductions in the strength 
of the Army. Rather should it be increased. 
With a well organized force always ready, vision- 
aries like Coxey need not be feared, and if any 
movement is started which is apt to lead to seri- 
ous difficulty, a word from the President is all 
that is necessary, and a body of men is in the 
field to uphold the law and order of the United 
States. 

The first encounter of our troops with the 
Coxeyites was at Forsyth, Mont., where the riot- 
ers arrived with a railroad train captured at 
Billimgs. They were met at Forsyth by a de- 
tachment from Fort Keogh, under Lieut.-Col. 
John H. Page, 22d Inf., and compelled to sur- 
render. The action of the troops was under 
orders from Washington. Later, in response to a 
telegram from Governor Rickarts, of Montana, 
to President Cleveland, the Governor recapitu- 
lated the circumstances of seizure of the train 
and defeat of deputy marshals, and said: 


‘The mob surrounded the deputies and made 
them prisoners. Train of Coxeyites within a 
few hours’ run of Fort Keogh. Impossible for 
State militia to overtake them. As Governor of 
Montana, I request you to have Federal troops at 
Fort Keogh intercept, take into custody, arrest 
and hold these Coxeyites subject to the orders 
of the U. S. Court issuing writ referred to. If 
Coxeyites pass Fort Keogh before orders can 
emanate from you for their apprehension, I re- 
quest that Federal troops be ordered to overtake 
them. Promptness required.” 


Col. Peter T. Swaine, 22d Infantry, is quoted 
us saying, April 26: 

“Last night I was in constant communication 
over the wire with Colonel Page. I was consid- 
erably surprised at the readiness with which 
communication was kept up. He was obliged to 
proceed slowly and cautiously, as two trains 
were on the same track going in opposite direc- 
tions. Late last night he proceeded from Hor- 
ton to Hathaway, then to Rosebud, and learning 
that the band was delayed at Forsythe, he con- 
tinued through to that point, and found Hogan 
and his men, who surrendered to him. The cap- 
tured men are now Colonel Page's prisoners, 
and I have already given orders that they shall 
be turned over to the United States marshal for 
Montana, so soon as that official is ready to re- 
ceive them.” 


Colonel Swaine had prepared for a retrograde 
movement on the part of the Coxeyites by order- 
ing that four troops of the 10th Cavalry from 
Fort Custer, under Colonel Perry, go to Custer 
Station, on the railroad line, and had the men 
retreated, they would have been captured there. 

Another stolen train was recaptured at Arling- 
ton, Ore., April 28, by 120 men of the Fourth 
Cav., from Fort Walla Walla, under command of 
Col. Charles E. Compton. In Minnesota, com- 
panies “A,” “B,” “D” and “G,” Third Inf., 
under command of Maj. Jolin H. Patterson, were 
ordered from Fort Snelling to protect the United 
States marshal against the striking employees of 
the Great Northern Railroad. In the District of 
Columbia and elsewhere the officers and men 
of the Army have been kept on the alert to 
preserve the peace. The fact that they were 
known to be ready for instant service has, how- 


ever, proved sufficient to prevent undue re- 
sistance to the civil authorities. 

The present cundition of industrial unrest 
curiously reproduces that of 1786, which re- 
sulted in Shays’ Rebellion. We have the same 
financial heresies, the same wild expectations 
of impossible results to follow legislation that 
traverses the teachings of history; the same dis- 
play of demagogic folly and administrative weak- 
ness on the part of the local authorities. Then, 
as now, the gathering forces of mob rule went 
to pieces wherever they encountered a soldier, 
as the restless waves of a storm-tossed sea 
break into spray when opposed by the unyield- 
ing front of a rock-ribbed coast. When the mob 
sought to break up the court at Worcester, Mass., 
over which presided stout old Artemus Ward, 
Washington’s predecessor in command, the 
choleric soldier indulged in a very reprehensible 
performance, yet such a one as the angels might 
weep over in sympathetic regret. “ Forgetting 
himself, he began to curse and swear. ‘He did 
not give a damn,’ he said, ‘for their bayonets. 
They might, if they liked, plunge them into his 
heart.’ Then becoming still more angry, he 
stamped his foot and cried out that he would do 
his duty, and held his life in small consequence 
when opposed.” 

What is needed now to preserve order is a 
display of the same unyielding spirit, saying to 
the gathering tide of discontent: “Thus far 
shalt thou go, and no further, and here shall 
thy proud waves be stayed.” It is in the com 
bination of tramps and trucklers that our danger 
lies. 





A correspondent says: “Having noticed in a 
recent issue of your paper the list of officers in 
the military service upon whom the rank of 
‘brevet’ has been conferred, some of whom hold 
the actual rank to which they have been 
brevetted, I would like to learn what benefit the 
rank of brevet confers upon these officers? also 
its actual benefit to any officer?” 

The sole value of such brevets as he mentions 
is in the official recognition they give to dis- 
tinguished service. \,hen an officer receives a 
brevet in advance of his actual rank, he is en- 
titled to more substantial advantages in the event 
of his being ordered on duty occording to his 
brevet. rank, but ‘this is a contingency too remote 
ito be taken into account. The law permits an 
ex-volunteer officer who has been reabsorbed into 
the great mass of, civilian life, to wear on occas- 
ions of ceremony the uniform of his highest 
brevet or other rank, and to be addressed by its 
title. It oes not accord to a brevetted officer 
of the regular establishment even this poor 
privilege.* 





The action of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs in abandoning entirely the proposed legis- 
lation in the Army Appropriation Bill in regard 
to the grades of Lieutenant-General and Major- 
General, removes from the measure one of the 
provisions that promised to lead to prolonged dis- 
cussion in the House. The proposed provision 
was so unprecedented in its nature and was to 
remain ineffective for such a long time that it 
was not at all satisfactory to the men who think 
that the Commanding officer of the Army ought 
to have the rank of Lieutenant-General, and it 
was thought better to abandon the project en 
tirely for the time being and trust to some future 
Congress to create the grade of Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral without any of the conditions attached to 
it in the provision originally put in the appro- 
priation bill. 








The Secretary of the Navy has approved of the 
selection of Professor Freeman Snow, of Harvard 
University, as the lecturer upon International 
Law for the coming summer course at the War 
College. The course is to begin about the 12th 
of June, and to extend until the autumn. Two 
otticers of the Swedish Navy have been given 
permission by the Secretary of the Navy to at- 
tend the course. It is understood that Sweden 
proposes to establish a similar institution.

1) Special Full Dress.—Snecial full dress coat, laced trousers, 
cocked hat, epaulets, sword, and dress belt. 

2 Full Dress —Same as Snecial Full Dress. excent that the 
frock coat shall be worn in place of the special full dress coat. 
White trousers may be prescribed. 

'3\ Dress.—Frock coat, plain blue or white trousers, cocked 
hat, epaulets, sword, and plain leather belt, 

(4) Undress (A, —Frock coat, plain blue or white trousers, 
blue cap (with white cover if ordered), shoulder straps, sword, 
and plain leather belt 

(s) Undress (B .—Same as Undress (A), except that the sword 
and sword be'!t will not be worn. 

(6) Service Dress.—Plue or white service coat. plain blue or 
white trousers, and blue can ‘with white cover if ordered . 

‘7 Evening Dress (A\.—Evening dress coat, lace trousers 
evening dress waistcoat, cocked hat, epaulets, sword, and 
dress helt ‘under waistcoat). 

8) Evening Dress (B\.—Evening dress coat and waistcoat, 
plain blue trousers and blue cap.

Sword knots shall always be worn with the sword. 

White gloves shall always be worn with the sword, 
except at sea. The senior officer present may pre- 
scribe white gloves at any time. 

Shoes, high or low, shall be of calfskin or patent 
leather. In warm weather, with white trousers, plain 
white shoe of canvas or buckskin may be permitted 
by the senior officer present, when service dress is 
worn. 

Special full dress shall be worn on the first Sunday 
of every month at general muster in port, except in 
bad weather. 

At ordinary Sunday inspection, and at general mus- 
ter at sea on the st Sunday of the month, dress 
shall be worn. 

Undress (A), without sword, shall be worn in port 
by the officer of the deck when colors are hoisted. 
The senior officer present may, however, prescribe ser- 
vice dress in hot weather, in bad weather, or under 
special circumstances. 

Undress (B) shall be worn on social occasions when 
frock coats are appropriate, where officers are invited 
in their official capacity. 

The sword shall be worn at quarters, on boat duty, 
and on all duty connected with enlisted men under 
arms. With service dress, the sword belt shall be 
worn underneath the coat, except when revolvers are 
carried, 

Officers serving on torpedo boats shall not be re- 
quired to wear other than service dress. 

In hot weather white service dress may be pre- 
scribed by the senior officer present for all occasions 
other than those of ceremony. 

A cloak or a mackintosh may be worn in boats, and 
on shore, as a protection to epaulets or shoulder knots, 
except at drills and exercises. 

The cloak to be cut % of a circle, of a length to 
reach to the ends of the fingers when the arms are 
hanging naturally by the side, and to be made of the 


_ material and lining prescribed for overcoats. 


The mackintosh to be of black material, bottom of 
the skirt to reach to within 9 to 12 inches from the 
ground, to be fitted with a cape reaching to the waist, 
to be without sleeves, and with the shoulders cut to 
admit of wearing epaulets or shoulder knots. 

On and after Jan. 1, 1895, in lieu of the cloth belt 
and the loops over each hip, the overcoat shall be 
fitted with two straps let into the side seams in the 
back above the hips; the right strap shall have two 
small buttons of the overcoat pattern, about 2 Inches 
apart, and the left strap two corresponding button- 
holes the came distance apart. The hood shall be worn 
attached to the coat in extremely cold weather, or 
when prescribed by senior officer present. Overcoats 
shall be made full in the back. 

White cap covers shall be made of linen and se- 
cured on either side to the cap buttons. The chin 
strap shall be worn on the outside of the white cap 
cover. 

The present regulation helmet may be worn at sea 
by all officers, and in port by all officers, excepting 
the officer of the deck, by permission of the senior 
officer present, until Jan. 1, 1895. 

On and after July 1, 1897, special full dress coats 
shall have on the collar, and special full dress trou- 
sers shall have on the outer seam, a stripe of navy 
gold wire or thread lace, of two (2) vellums, of the 
following widths: 


Flag officers and commodores.......... 1% inches. 

Captains and commanders............. 1i4 inches. 

Lieutenant commanders, lieutenants ana 
lieutenants, junior grade.............. inch, 


Ensigns and naval cadets shall wear the same widths 
of lace as that now prescribed. 

All staff officers, except chaplains, shall wear the 
same width of gold lace as prescribed for line officers 
with whom they have relative rank. 

The changes in the overcoats and in the lace on the 
special full dress coats and trousers may be made at 
any time after the receipt of this order, but will be 
obligatory after the dates prescribed. 

Medals and badges authorized by the Navy Regula- 
tions may be worn on the left breast on occasions of 
ceremony.

AMMUNITION HOISTS. 


Secretary Herbert has promulgated the following 
order in relation to the design and construction of am- 
munition hoists for the naval vessels: 


“Hereafter the Bureau of Ordnance will design the 
machinery of all ammunition hoists for naval vessels 
and determine their requirements. and will also con- 
struct and install all turret ammunition hoists and 
the shafts, machinery and appurtenances therefor. 

“The work of construction and installation of all in- 
dependent ammunition hoists, i. e., such as are in- 
dependent of and not connected with the turrets, as 
well as the shafts, machinery and appurtenances for 
the same, will be done by the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair. In the case of vessels under construc- 
tion at navy yards, and of vessels built under con- 
tract, where they are not provided for by the spectfica- 
tions, independent ammunition hoists will be actually 
construct by the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, and in the case of vessels built under contracts 
providing therefor, such ammunition hoists will be 
constructed by the contractors under the immediate 
supervision of the superintending constructor. 

“During the progress of the construction of ammuni- 
tion hoists, every facility will be given to the Rurean 
of Ordnance n conference between that bureau and 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair, for such ex- 
amination and inspection of the work by a representa- 
ive of the Bureau of Ordnance as may be deemed nec- 
essary. 

“It is not intended that the supervision of work con- 
nected with the construction of ammunition hoists now 
in progress shall bé interfered with in any way by the 
instructions herein contained, but such work shall be 


. completed by the bnreau now-having charge thereof. 


“Articles 9 and 10, of the Navy Regulatiofis will be 
amended in accordance with these instructions.”’ 
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TRIAL OF THE MARBLEHBAD. 


The néw ¢cru‘ser Marblehead was given her final trial 
trip off Sandy Hook, New York, on May 1 and 2, last- 
ing 48 hours. The trial is reported to have been in 
every way satisfactory with the exception of the steer- 
ing gear, which, it is reported, got out of order, own 
to the Jamming of the rudder chains. The two hours 
speed trial, which began the test under natural draught, 
is stated to have g.ven the best of results. From 
sundy Hook lightship the course was set southeast, and 
the patent log at 1 hour 41 minutes 30 seconds read 8.i 
knots, and at 3 hours 41 minutes 30 seconds it read 
42.75 knots, or an average speed for the two hours of 
17.325 knots. There was a light breeze, but the sea 
was smooth. No pronounced vibration of the vessel is 
reported, and her engines, it is said, worked perfectly. 
The tactical qualities of the vessel are also pronounced 
sat'sfactory. 

The Board of Inspection, consisting of Commo. T. O. 
Seifridge, Capt. P. H. Cooper, Comdr. R. B. Bradford, 
Lieut.-Comdr. Seaton Schroeder, Chief Engr. R. W. 
Milligan and Naval Constructor W. J. Baxter, were on 
duty on the Marblehead, which returned to the Navy 
Yard, New York. 


MARINE CORPS SCHOOL. 

The school of application of the Marine Corps held 
its closing examinations and exercises at the Marine 
Barracks on May 3. Captain Paul St. Clair Murphy 
and Lieutenants White and Neville constituted the 
poard of examiners. Lieutenants Theall, McKelvy, 
Richards, Williams, Lane and McLemore were the 
members of the class and all of them passed success- 
ful examinations. Their details will be announced in 
a few days. After the theoretical, class, oral and 
written examinations, three companies of marines were 
placed in charge of the lieutenants and for over three 
hours they were put through a series of protracted and 
difficult drills. The most interesting were the street 
riot formations, batta'ion street riot drill with flank 
formations for the defence of side streets, and an 
attack formation and capture of intrenched position. 
Not a single mistake marred the entire exercises, and 
military officers present conceded it to be one of 
the finest drills of a regular body ever witnessed. 
Dress parade and a concert by the Marine Band closed 
the day. 











VARIOUS NAVAL. 

“Dolphin” arrived at Norfolk; “Monongahela” 
arrived at Annapolis; “Chicago” sailed from Lis- 
hon for Gravesend. 

According to a statement issued from the Navy 
Department on May 2, showing the percentage of 
completion of the new war vessels up to April 1, 
the “Columbia,” “Raleigh,” “Olympia” and “Cin- 
cinnati” lead, each of them being credited with 90 
per, cent. The “Maine” has 97 per cent, “Am- 
phitrite” 96, “Terror” 90, “Ericsson” 87, “Katah- 
jin” 85, “Indiana” and “Puritan” 84, “Minne- 
ipolis” S83, “Massachusetts” 81, “Monadnock” 75, 
“Oregon” 74 1-2, “Iowa” 13 and the “Brooklyn” 11 
per cent. No work has yet begun on gunboats 
Seven, Eight and Nine, which are to be built at 
Newport News. 

The Navy Department received a telegram from 
Commander Clarke, commanding the “Mohican,” 
announcing the arrival at Port Townsend on May 
2 of the “Adams.” The telegram stated that the 
“Adams” had consumed fourteen days in the pass- 
age from Honolulu, having left there on the 18th of 
last month. 

tear-Admiral Walker reached Hawaii on the 
4th of April, and immediately relieved Rear-Ad- 
miral Irwin, who was relegated to the retired list 
the next day. 

Admiral Irwin did not return by the “Adams,” 
but waited for a passenger steamer, which is ex- 
pected at San Francisco shortly. The “Adams” 
will be put in condition for her Bering Sea work. 
Monday, April 30, 1894, was the 105th anniver- 
sary of the inauguration of George Washington as 
first President of the United States. 


The Empress of Austria visited Mr. Vanderbilt's 
steam yacht, the Valiant, incognito at Nice a few 
days ago, and inspected it, every attention being 
shown her, although those in charge had no knowl- 
edge of her identity. 


Advices from Honolulu of April 15, where Ad- 
miral Walker arrived on April 12, states that im- 
mediately after his arrival he went aboard the flag- 
ship “Philadelphia,” and has remained aboard ever 
since. “The ceremonies attending the retirement of 
Admiral Irwin, says a correspondent, which took 
place on the morning of April 15, were interesting. 
All on board were drawn up to witness the cere- 
monies. The Japanese cruiser hoisted the Ameri- 
can flag and saluted it with thirteen guns. This 
salute was returned by the “Philadelnhia,” and it 
was followed by a flag salute by the British vessel, 
which was likewise returned by the American ship. 
Admiral Irwin read a short farewell address, and 
at its termination down came his pennant from the 
mast of the flagship, with a salute marking the end 
of his long service., Admiral Walker delivered his 
address, and up went his flag over the big white 
erniser. Thousands of people lined the docks and 
uljacent vessels during the proceedings. In the 
afternoon I called upon Admiral Walker on board 
the flagship. He said he would first call upon the 
Provisional Government, and the call would be 
ranged for some day next week. He also said 
he would visit Pearl Harbor soon. Notwithstand- 
ug his reticence, many declare that he has come 
toaet, and that one of his first steps will be to take 
bossession of Pearl Harbor in the name of the 
Thited States.”

be the outlook for a future settlement, of present dif- 
culties. 

A Rio Janeiro correspondent sends word that 
popular subscriptions are being taken up in Brazil, 
to be applied to the erection of a statue of President 
Monroe, in that city, in appreciation of the doe- 
trine which bears his name. President Peixoto is 
to invite President Cleveland to send a fleet of 
United States war vessels to attend the unveiling 
of the statue, which has been fixed for July 4, 1894. 


The publication of the sensational reporis con 


cerning the defects of the cruiser ‘“ New York” is 
to be greatly regretted. There is no doubt. that 
the “ New York” is not in the condition she should 
be. This has been known since the Belknap Board 
made its report to the Department; but that she is 
as badly off as has been stated in thelast fewdays 
is not to be credited. In the first place, there is 
nothing at the Department from Captain Phil'p. to 
show that she was in such grave danger of being 
blown up by a shell falling from the ammunition 
hoist, while it was being raised from the mag4zine 
to the deck. Neither is there anything to indicate 
that her turrets are in such bad shape as has been 
described. The story that there are serious defects 
in the “ New York” is not to be denied. Before 
her departure for Rio it was known that her tur- 
rets worked impérfectly; that her ammunition hoists 
did not well perform the work required of them and 
that her magazine-room was too close to the fire- 
room. All this was known before she left home 
waters to join the Brazilian squadron, and a care- 
ful analysis of the recent reports just published will 
show that these are the only facts they contain. 
There is a report from Captain Phil'p at the Navy 
Department, and it refers to some of the minor de- 
fects of the ship. It states that the “ New York's” 
turret apparatus is susceptible of improvement, but 
it also states that the guns are effective and can be 
readily used in case of necessity. There is_2 go 
deal of criticism being directed against the Depart- 
ment for not accepting the advice of the Cramps 
to change the design of the ammunition hoist which 
the “New York” now has on board. When the 
Department completed its design, the Cramps stren- 
uously objected to putting it in place. Their ob- 
jections were overruled, however. They then wrote 
a letter to the Secretary of the Navy, protesting 
against adopting the same plan for the ‘ Colum- 
bia,” agreeing to construct an ammunition ho'st 
especially for this vessel. From recent reports re- 
ceived from the “ Columbia,” it is learned that this 
hoist is working admirably and that not the least 
danger is to be apprehended from it. The “ New 
York ” will remain some little time cruising about 
the West Indies. 





Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard, U, S. A., in an ad- 
dress at Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, April 29, on 
the occasion of special memorial exercises in honor 
of Gen. Henry W. Slocum, did full justice to the 
distinguished record of the deceased, especially with 
reference to the battle of Gettysburg. To General 
Howard who slept side by side with General 
Slocum, “that first weary night at the cemetery 
gate” the most impressive incident of the great 
battle, was General Slocum’s battle July 3, 1863. 
On this point he says: “Slocum’s resolute in- 
sistance, on the 2d of July, upon leaving General 
Greene and his brigade, as just a little precaution.

more still. Slocum’s organized work and engace- 
ment of the early morning, in my judgment pre- 
vented Meade’s losing the battle of Gettysbure. .. Tt 
was a grand judgment and action—a step all im-

ASSOCIATION OF MILITARY SURGEONS. 


In the Journal of March 31 we published the pro- 
gramme for the proceedings of the fourth annual meet- 
ing of the Association of Military Surgeons of the 
United States, which was opened by President Cleve- 
land, at 10 o'clock, on the morning of Tuesday, May 1, 
in the National Theatre at Washington, D. C. Prest- 
dent Cleveland said: “Ever since I was Governor of 
New York I have felt somewhat responsible for the 
welfare of the National Guard of the Cmpire State. I 
have taken a deep interest In a!l that perta‘ns to the 
National Guard of the land, as it is on them the Gov- 
ernment must rely in time of danger. The National 
Guard of all the States should have-a community of 
interest and effort. The National Guard and the 
Federal Army should co-operate. Every patriotic Amer- 
ican citizen should applaud your efforts in the direction 
of mercy. With a hearty wish for the welfare of this 
association, it only remains for me to declare the 
meeting open.’’ Mr. Cleveland then left the theatre. 
Addresses of welcome were made on behalf of the 
citizens of the District of Columbia by Commissioner 
John W. Ross: on behalf of the Medical Society of 
the District of Columbia, by Prof. Samuel ©. Busey. 
M. D., LL. D., president of the District of Columbia 
Medical Society, and on behalf of the National Guard 
of the District of Columbia, by Brig.-Gen. Albert Ord- 
way, commanding D. C. N. G. The Marine band fur- 
nished music at intervals during the proceedings. 








A dispatch from Winnipeg, Man., April 27, says: 
“ Last night a charity ball was given in the armory 
here, and among the decorations were several Ameri- 
can flags. These gave offense to Major Coutlee, 
commander of Winnipeg Field Battery and some 
of his officers, and they ordered the flags taken 
down. The ball committee refused to obey this 
order, and Coutlee then made a formal request to 
the General commanding the district te insist unon 
the removal of the Stars and Stripes. The General. 
however, did not take the Major’s view of it and 
ruled against him, This made the latter furious, 
and he threatened to organize a detachment of 
Sons of England and pull down the flags. Then 
the General became angry, too. and he ordered a 
detachment of infantry on guard to prevent any in- 
terference with the decorations. rhe flags re- 
mained. It is likely that an appeal will be made 
to the militia department at Ottawa.” 








On the afternoon of May 1. there was an ex- 
plosion at the Tornedo Station. Newport, R. I.. fol- 
lowed by a fire. The gun cotton drying house is in 
ruins. and about fifty pounds of gun cotton; es- 
pecially valuable because it had been prepared for 
smokeless powder, is not to be found. 

Spontaneous combus‘ion of the small particles of 
gun cotton about the floor caused a fire, which com- 
municated rapidly to a box containing a large mass 
of gun cotton, which went off with a row and 
heavy report, which was heard for a great dis- 
tance and startled everyhody in _ Newport. The 
roof of the buildine was blown off and the walls 
were shattered. Sides of the ditch in which the 
building was situated, prevented damage to rosi- 
dences near. Two boys at work in the building 
saw the fire and got out iust in time to save their 
lives. They were hit by flying missiles. No others 
were near. *The fire department of the sta‘ion 
readily put ont the fire following the exnlos‘on. 
Commander Converse has ordered on investigation. 

The newspapers report that err Dewe. the 
Mannheim tailor, gave an exhibition of his bullet 
proof coat on April 22. before the Surgeons’ Con- 
gress in session at Berlin. The bullets. fired at a 
twenty-five foot range, failed to penetrate the coat, 
or to even startle Dowe, who was inside it. When 
the test was over Dowe was applauded heart'ly, 
and several members of the Congress spoke fiat- 
teringly of his invention. ;

Inspector-Gen. T. H. McGrath made an inspection at 
the armory on May 1 of the the two new companies 
which have been organizing under Lieutenants Me- 
Crystal and O’Brien.

He further explained fully the penalties 
attached for disobedience of orders, non-attendance of 
duty, etc., and added, “A man who performed his duty 
faithfully would find the service pleasant.’’ The com- 
pany organized by Lieutenant McCrystal was decidedly 
the superior, both as to looks onl physique. They 
were an exceptionally fine-looking body of men, and 
had es been very carefully picked. There 
were present out of 70 who had enrolled, about 
half of them were new men and about half were old 
men, and all were fully satisfied with the stipulations 
laid down by General McGrath, and all have agreed to 
enlist for five years. The men gathered by Lieutenant 
O’Brien numbered 52 out of some 125 who had signed 
the roll. The company, while a very fair one, did not 
seem to have been so carefully selected as that of 
Lieutenant McCrystal’s, and in physique and appear- 
ance generally was inferior to the latter.

OHIO. 

Mr. Robert P. Kennedy, a citizen of Bellefontaine, 
Ohio, is very much dissatisfied with the part taken by 
Co. F, 2d Regiment, Captain Bennett, of that piace, in 
trying to prevent the lynch:ng of a negro in Rushyl- 
vania, referred to in the Army and Navy Journal of 
April 28, and has written a long and severe letter de- 
nouncing the action of Captain Bennett, the sheriff, 
and also the colonel of the regiment. Among other 
things, Mr. Kennedy says: 

“The militia, consisting of one company, hastily 
calied together, under the immediate command of its 
captain, and the whole under the command of the 
major of the regiment, responded with 20 thoroughiy 
cumpeet and well-armed men, enough, if properly 
handied, to have contended against such a mob of 
thousands, while this one only numbered a few hun- 
dreds. This company was landed and hurriedly pushed 
into the very centre of the mob without plan, or pur- 
pose of any kind, and was thus quickly surrounded on 
all sides; they were themse'ves at once placed at the 
mercy of the very mob they had gone forth to suppress, 
without power or room for movement, or opportunity 
for res:stance, and wou'd have been utterly unab‘te even 
to defend themselves. It was a notorious fact that the 
purpose of the mob was to seize upon and to disarm 
them before they could defend themselves or fire a shot, 
or lift a bayonet, and only the fact that they were 
withdrawn and ordered home prevented this additional 
humiliation and disgrace to the militia. 

“The commander of this military force, in charge. 
who so exposed his men and endangered their lives, 
and exposed them to humiliation and disgrace, shou'd 
no longer be permitted to wear the un‘form he has 
shown himself so utterly incompetent to honor, and 
should no longer be intrusted with the lives and safety 
of men he is so _ utterly incompetent to command. ‘ 

“It was the sheriff’s duty to give the general direc- 
tions to the mf{i{jtia or his assistants and subord'nates, 
but it was the duty of the commander to conduct his 
military operations in a skilful and military manner. 
for the greatest possible safety of his command, and 
for the most certain and speedy execution of the pur- 
poses for which they were. called ont. 

“1. He shonld be court-martialed. If not for cow- 
ardice, for ignorance. 

“2. For having wantonly exposed his command to 
danger and disgrace. 

“3. For utter incompetency. 

“To permit him to remain in his present position is 








to make it sibie at some future time for him to 
ow and ignorantiy sacrifice better men than him.

“The colonel of the regiment, with a supposed fy) 
know! of this fiasco, has ‘ssued an order commend. 
ing this humi:iatin and disgraceful pecsseseng 

‘He was himself upon the ground immediately after 
the lynching, and had ample opportunity for persona) 
investigation, and his reported denunc:ation and con- 
demnation of the part taken by the militia and bis 
vigorous words concerning the part they piayed is ip 
strange contrast with his whitewashing order. 

“He aiso shoud be summarily deait with, so that the 
militia of Ohio may be assured that intelligent bravery 
will be at all times commended and applauded, and up. 
skilied ignorance as mercilessly condemned. 

“The mititia of Ohio is organized for the purpose of 
protecting life and property and for the purpose of as. 
sisting in the execution of the law; and the laws pro. 
vide that the Governor of the State, a mayor of a city 
or village, or the sheriff of a county, may call them to 
his assistance for these purposes." 

Mr. oy goes on to criticise the sheriff of the 
county for ordering the troops to retire upon the empty 
promise of a mob which he had been unable to contro} 
and which promised not to molest the prisoner. 

“His excuse,’ continues Mr. Kennedy, “‘that the com. 
pany called to his assistance consisted of boys onty, js 

ut a miserable pretense, when we recall the fact thar 
nearly every member of the company is of an age 
greater than the average age of those who put down 
the Rebellion, and I assert here, without fear of con. 
tradiction, that the entire company would have fear. 
lessly obeyed any order and performed any duty re. 
quired of them, and that an intelligent and competent 
commander with this same company cou:d have que led 
a riot of tripte its numbers. 

“The sheriff's standard is as baseless as it is cow. 
ardly, for there is not a man belonging to the company 
that has not ten times the courage and ten times the 
‘sand’ of this doughty sheriff. 

“It is just to them to say that they ore yume men 
of the h‘'ghest standing and courage, and that the 
privates should not be he'd responsible for obeying the 
commands given them, nor be accountable for the 
ignorance and incompetency of their commander. 

“If the Governor of Oh‘o does not order an invest'ga- 
tion of the conduct of the commander of the milits 
and see that this reg:ment is officered with competent 
and skil'ful commanders, he will fail to do a plain and 
imperative duty, and will permit it to remain under a 
cloud, and its solders to be subjected to Like peril, upon 
like occasions, while the people will lose confidence ‘n 
this most important assistant to the maintenance and 
execution of the laws.”’
